TWO GERMAN SUBMARINES 
WERE SENT TO THE BOTTOM 
Ymuiden, Holland, September 22.— 
(Via Londom)—Two of five Ger- 
man submarine boats which at- 
tacked and sank the British cruis- 
ers Aboukir, Cressy and Hogue were 
sent to the bottom by the British 
| ships, according to survivors from 
the cruisers, who arrived here to- 
night. 


London, September 22.—The daring 
raid of German submarines across the 
North sea, which resulted today in the 
sinking of the British cruisers Aboukir, 
Hogue and Cressy, has diverted atten- 
tion momentarily from the battlefields 
of the continent. 

This was one of the things the Brit- 
ish. mavy had’ been -led to éxpect, for 
the Germans frankly had avowed that 
their plan was to reduce British naval 
superiority by submarine raids and the 
sowing of mines, and they have been 
training their young officers for sallies 


of this kind. 

Nevertheless, it came as a shock to 
Englishmen that big ships such as 
those sunk could so easily be attacked 
and destroyed, while the German fleet 
has remained in safety in its mine ard 
fortress protected’ harbors. 

However, the British fleet must Keep 
the seas to insure Great Britain’s food 
supply and in doing so must run great 
risks. The ships sunk, while obsolete, 
still were useful vessels, and it is little 
satisfaction to England to know her 
cruiser fleet still is double in number 
that of the Germans, and that as Win- 
ston Spencer Churchill, first lord of the 
admiralty, has said, she will be able 
to build during the war three to Ger- 
many'’s one. 

Loss of Life Heavy. 

The loss of life among the crews of 
these three vessels probably will be 
heavy, although a considerable number 
of men were picked up by the cruiser 
Lowestoft, a division of torpedo boat 
destroyers, and some trawlers. 

The Aboukir was torpedoed first. 
The Hogue and the Cressy drew in 
close to her and were standing by to 
save her crew when they also were 
torpedoed.

Fulton A. Colville, Nephew 
of Well-Khnown Author, 
Drinks Carbolic Acid After 
Writing a Letter to His 
Sweetheart. 


Wrapped around a tiny bundle of 
violet-scentéd love letters that had 
been bound neatly and tenderly with a 
bit of blue ribbon, a note accusjng his 
sweetheart, a society girl, of deception 
and ‘fnfidelity, explained the suitide of 
Fulton A. Colville at his boarding place 
on Courtland street early Tuesday 
morning. 

He was on the threshold of death 
from. carbolic poisoning when discov- 
ered, and died while being carried in 
an ambulance to the Davis-Fischer 
sanitarium. Unconscious when found, 
he never gave a verbal account for his 
deed. Three notes were left. One di- 
rected authrities to get in touch with 
his uncle, Fulton Colville, the writer, 
in New York. 

Another directed the Keeper. of his 
boarding house at 517 Courtland to col- 
lect his indebtedness to her from his 
uncle, and asked her, it is said, to com- 
municate with the girl to whom his 
third letter was directed, and to turn 
over to her her letters. Although some 
are inclined to take disappointment in 


| Jove as the motive, others say financial 


distress actuated the deed, 

As much secrecy as possible has been 
thrown around the identity of the girl 
involved and around the note addressed 
to her. It is known, however, that a 
partof this notecontained these poign- 
ant sentences: “Would you prefer 
diamonds and jewels to love?” and “Or 
wear a crown of misery and a cross of 
care?’ This latter expression was 
pencilled across the top of the page. 

Friends say that the girl is identi- 
fied with a family of exclusive position, 
and that the dead man had been wildly 
in love. The packet of letters and 
death notes were found in the room in 
which he slew himself. His mother, 
Mrs. L. L. Kaster, of 1306 Amber street, 
Louisville, Ky., has been notified.

Colville is said by Intimate associ- 
ates to have been in financial straits 
and unable to meet an alarming indebt- 
edness. His health, too, was impaired. 
He was presumably 28 years of age, 
strikingly handsome and an attractive 
personality. 

Clinched in Pain. 


He had taken the acid apparently an 
hour or more before nis plight was 
discovered. Occupants of the home in 
which he had resided for the past few 
weeks, surprised because he did not 
arise from bed as early as usual, went 
into his room to find him breathing 
with difficulty, his lips seared from 
the acid, and his fingers clinched in a 
grip of pain. 

he Davis-Fischer sa@nitarium was 
notified. Upon the arrival of the am- 
bulance he was breathing his last, and 
was dead upon reaching the hospital. 

A search of his room revealed the sui- 
cide missives and an empty carbolic 
acid bottle, which had been pitched 
from the window into the back yard.

NOW BEING SOUNDED 
THROUGHOUT SOUTH 


‘ gun by Cotton Association 
for Big Reduction in Next 
Year’s Output. 


Dallas, Texas, ‘September 22.—The 
1916 cotton crop should be reduced one- 
half in comparison with the average 
yield, and no money should be loaned 
by banks or business men in the south 
to any grower not willing to pledge 
himself to so cut his output, is the be- 
lief of the Texas division, Southern 
Cotton association, as expressed in 
resolutions adopted here today. 

The convention indorsed the ‘“‘buy-a- 
bale” movement, and enlarging on that 
Plan, urged business interests to lend 
surplus funds on distressed cotton at 
6 per cent interest on a basis of 7 cents 
per pound. 

Enough money would thus be avall- 
able, it is declared, to re-establish nor- 
mal conditions in every kind of busi- 
ness. 

Farmers were asked to demand sub- 
stitution of cotton for jute -and burlap 
wrappings on all supplies bought by 
them. Congressman Hatton W. Sum- 
mers, of Texas, discussing the govern- 
ment’s attitude in the present situa- 
tion, told the farmers it was useless 
to expect the valorization of cotton. 

The convention elected delegates to 
the national convention of cotton men 
to be held in New Orledns, Septem- 
ber 29. 

CUT OUT COTTON 
FOR NEXT YEAR. 

Jackson, Miss., September 22.—No 
cotton at all should be planted in 1915 
in the opinion of the majority of the 
members of the Mississippi division of 
the Southern Cotton association, in con- 
vention here today. The fifty dele- 
gates to the general cotton conven- 
tion to take place in New Orleans Sep- 
tember 29, will be instructed to place 
that recommendation before the con- 
vention. 

The planters took this stand because 
they said they believed cotton left 
over from last year and the surplus 
that probably will be grown this year, 
would supply the world for more than 
a year and to cease planting for a 
year would be the best method of 
stamping out the boll weevil and other 
insects that damage cotton. They will 
ask the New Orleans convention to 
urge every governor to call a special 
session of the legislature in his state 


to pass laws prohibiting planting in 


1915. 

The delegates also were instructed 
to ask the convention at New Orleans 
to adopt a uniform plan to hold 26 
per cent of this year’s crop from the 
market. 


BONDED WAREHOUSES 
URGED FOR COTTON. 


Montgomery, Ala., September 22.—A 
resolution providing for a system of 
bonded cotton warehouses in Alabama 
and state legislation at the earliest to 
put the plan into operation under state 
supervision was adopted’ by the Ala- 
bama division of the Southern Cotton 
association which met here at noon to- 
day. _ The plan calls for a guarantee 
of weight and class and insures it 
against loss by fire or damage by 
weather, making cotton receipts ne- 

otiable. Numerous other resolutions 
dealing with the cotton situation, in- 
cluding acreage reduction, were re- 
ported by the resolutions committee. 

The convention this afternoon will 
elect delegates to the meeting of the 
Southern Cotton association in New Or- 
leans next week. About one hundred 
delegates are attending the convention.

Constitution’s Demand for 
a Square Deal for the Little 
Ones Meets With an Em- 
phatic and Vigorous.

Systematic Campaign Is Be- | fi Sednt by Members. 


The Coristitution’s demand for a 
square deal on behalf of the city’s 
ehildren and teachers has crystallized 
into a city-wide clamor for the aboli- 
tion of the “double session” experi- 
ment, and the formation of a move- 
ment to foster a $2,000,000 bond issue 
in 1915 to insure permanent relief. 

Digusted with the intolerable “dou- 
ble session” scheme, Atlanta’s schoo) 
board is preparing to strike a blow for 
the school children and teachers by ap- 


\ pearing before council’s finance com. 


mittee and demanding an appropriation 
of $6,000 for immediate temporary re- 
lief. .The school board will ask that 
the money be placed in the October 
apportionment sheet, 
made up next week, and which will 
be presented to the general council at 
the first meeting in October. 

With approximately $6,000, the 
school board will be in a position to 
abolish the ‘double sessions” for all 
time, employ twelve additional teach- 
ers for the balance of the fiscal year 
and lease twelve classrooms to take 
care of the hundreds of little tots who 
are trudging miles to school every day 
to receive instruction under the so- 
called “double session” scheme. 

Will Demand $6,000. 

Alderman Jesse W. Armistead, chair- 
man of the school committee and ex- 
officio member of the school board, will 
offer a resolution at Thursday's ses- 
sion of the school board. His resolu- 
tion will urge the appointment of a 
committee of three, including President 
George M. Hope, as spokesman, to ap- 
pear before council’s finance committee 
and demand $6,000 for immediate use in 
relieving the school situation. 

“It is necessary that something be 
done to put an end to the double ses- 
sions,”” Alderman Armistead says. “TI 
have figured that with $6,000 the 
school board will be able to abolish the 
system. I am sure that the finance 
committee can find this money. It al- 
ways has some ilittle surplus hidden 
away for any emergency that may 
arise, and I feel sure that the commit- 
tee will see that the rieeds of the chil- 
dren of Atlanta is an emergency next 
to the health of the city.” 

Figures now being compiled in the 
tax and in the comptroller’s depart- 
ments show that the city’s finances will 
not be as shy as was first expected, 
and although there will be a deficit 
of about $10,000 to meet, still, with 
$35,000 collected from tax deeds and 
with an additional $25,000 in sight from 
the same source at the end of the 
year, the committee will be able, by 
judicious use of the pruning knife, to 
cut down some items and go to the aid 
of the school board and the schdol chil- 
dren. ; 

Members of the school board now 
predict the end of the “double °ses- 
sions” before the first of the year. 
Presentation of the claims of school 
children and teachers and demand that 
conditions be remedied immediately, 
not only has stirred members of the 
board, but council members as well. 

Double Sessions Imperative. 

President George M. Hope, of the 
school board, says that he does not ex- 
pect the system of “double sessions” to 
continue longer than the first of the 
Year, when the 1915 budget is made by 
the finance committee.

'Miss Martha Berry Describes 
Thrilling Times in War Zone; 
Saw Fellow Passenger Killed} 


Rome, Ga, September 22.—(Special.) 
A vivid word picture of war-racked 
Europe is given by Miss Martha Ber- 
ry, founder and director of the Berry 
schools, who has just returned after 
a sojourn of six months in Italy and 
Austria, and who has resumed charge 
of affairs at the schools near Rome. 

“It is a blessed relief,” she said, 
“after having heard the ceaseless tramp 
of armies mobilizing for war, night 
after night, to hear the marching feet 
of Georgia boys and girls and ta°know 
that they are mobilizing in the cause 
of education. I am overjoyed to get 
back home, yet I saw so’ many in- 
stances of patriotism on the part of 
men and heroic self-sacrifice on the 
part of women, that, had not the re- 
sponsibilities of the Berry’ schools 
called me, I should have been glad to 
join the Red Cross and to have done 
what I could for them. 


In Carisbad for Health. 


Miss Berry was ordered abroad by 
her physicians last April. She went 
first to Rome, where she spent several 
weeks with her sister, the Princess 
Ruspoli, who was Miss Jennie Berry, 
of Rome. In July she was advised to 
go to Carlsbad, and her sister planned 
to join her there early in August, but 
she had been unable to get in com- 
munication with the princess until re- 
turning to America, and, of course, the 
latter was unable to keep the appoint- 
ment. 

Said Miss Berry: “I was at Carlsbad 
when the war broke out. It came as a 
clap of thunder from a clear sky. None 
of the Americans at Carlsbad had any 
idea that war would be declared. After 
hostilities had first brokén out they 
told us not to be alarmed, that Aus- 
tria would soon humble Servia and 
everything: would be over within a 
few days, or weeks at the outside. 
However, the foreigners seemed to un- 
derstand that this would not be the 
case. Several titled Russian women, 
who were at the place I was staying, 
and who were very ill, were carried 
to the railroad station on stretchers. 
Every day someone would leave .and in 
a short time I was the only guést re- 
maining out of more than a hundred. 
When I became the sole survivor of 
the little colony in the house, I moved 
my quarters downstairs, -adjoining the 
doctor and his wife, and there I stayed. 
Of course, there were many § vuther 
Americans in Carlsbad, among them 
Mr. Frank A. Munsey, the magazine 
publisher. There were stirring scenes 
daily. The doctor’s son went to the 
front. All owners of automobiles had 
to give them to the government serv- 
ice. This young man’s chauffeur went 
with him in his car. The chauffeur had 
six little children, and I saw their 
mother hold them up to kiss their 
father good-by. He gave instructions 
as to what should be done with each, 
and spoke as if he did not expect to 
return from the front, 


Saw Passenger Killed. 


“There was talk of a special train to 
take Americans out, but those plans 
failed to materialize. Finally I made 
up my mind to leave, and was advised 
to do so if I was brave enough to 
make the attempt. I obtained my 
passport and a special military pass- 
port after standing in line for hours 
day after day. With me were two oth- 
er American women. We could Duy a 
ticket only to a little Station about 
twenty miles from Carlsbad. Here we 
had to stop and wait for six hours. 
Then we got another train that took 
us a few miles further, reaching there 
at 2 a.m. There was not a hotel or 
station porter to be found, as all the 
men had gone to war. I made my way 
to the hotel carrying two handbags in 
one hand. I pressed into service an 
old man about ninety to carry one end 
of my trunk and I struggled along 
carrying the other end. Other days of 
our journey were duplicates of the 
first. We wefe treated with no dis- 
courtesy, but everywhere we met the 
exactions of military red tape. Our 
train would be sidetracked for hours 
at a time, waiting for the passage of 
troop trains, and we subsisted for days 
at a time on cold lunches. We were 
not allowed to open the windows up 
for fear someone would throw some- 
thing out. One man iin the train 
opened his window, threw out some 
article, was discovered, and at the next 
station a guard entered the car and 
shot him dead, through the head. Our 
luggage was searched at every stop- 
ping place. In the case of American 
women the search was perfunctory, but 
the men were searched thoroughly.

It was a wonder- 
ful experience, one not without its 
hardships, but illuminating in its reve- 
lations of human nature. It is good 
to be at home again, and at work. The 
Berry schools are doing splendidly. We 
have more boys and girls than ever 
before, and though we are very di- 
rectly dependent upon the cotton crop, 
we shall endeavor to look after them 
all somehow. I feel out of touch with 
the world. For two months I had no 
news. I did not know of Mrs. Wilson's 
death, nor of the pope’s passing, but 
now I am eager to get back to my 
work, and delighted to be with our 
boys and girls.”

GERMAN SPREEWALD 
TAKEN BY BERWICK. 

London, September 22.—The Ham- 
burg-American line steamer Spreewald 
has been captured by the British cruis- 
er Berwick in the North Atlantic 
ocean, according to an announcement 
tonight by the admiralty. It was stat- 
ed also that two colliers had been 
captured. 

The Spreewald was fitted out as an 
armed cruiser. The two colliers car- 
ried 2,600 tons of coal and 180 tons 
of provisions for the German cruisers 
in Atlantic waters. The Berwick is 
commanded by Captain Lewis C. Baker. 

The total number of German ves- 
sels which, according to latest reports, 
have been captured by British vessels 
at sea or by British port authorities 
is ninety-two. Ninety-five German 
vessels were detained in British ports 
at the outbreak of the war. 

Seventy British vessels were held in 
German ports at the commencement of 
hostilities and since then twelve Brit- 
ish sea-going vessels out of the up- 
ward of 4,000 carrying on over-sea 
—— have been captured and sunk 
at sea.

Cooper, who cited the expenditures 
since February, the income and re- 
markable decrease in the deficit with 
which the organization embarked upon 
the year 1914. The chamber, he re- 
ported, had started in upon this year 
with a deficit of $3,320, which by now 
has been reduced to $1,664. He pre- 
dicted that the directors would be 
able to wipe out the entire deficit by 
January 1, 1915. 

The chamber has spent $25,630 since 
the first of Janaury in promoting the 
best commercial and civic interests of 
Atlanta. Its income has been $22,310. 
There has been much added expense 
this year, however, on account of the 
numerous big achievements of the 
chamber, notably the Shriners, the re- 
Sional bank campaign and the buy-a- 
bale movement, as well as removal into 
its new quarters, 

Mr. Wilkinson recalled the many no- 
table undertakings of the chamber dur- 
ing the year, principally the obtainment 
of the regional bank; the launching of 
the Southeast Fair association proj- 
ect; the underwriting of $5,000 in be- 
half of the Methodist university; the 
inauguration of vital statistics and the 
removal into the chamber’s own mag- 
nificent building at North Pryor street 
and Auburn avenue. His address was 
greeted with a hearty gale of applause 
that showed the gratification of the 
banqueting members with President 
Wilkinson's administratign. 

There was also anotheér feature of 
President Wilkinson's report—the first 
of the annual dinners to the legisla- 
ture, which has already begun to show 
results in the pleasing co-operation of 
the legislature with the chamber’s 
movements that require legislative 
support.

STRADDLE SETTLEMENTS 
AD SOUTHERN CWNERS 


Prominent Cotton Man Ex- 
| plains Adjustments Now 
ig Being Made. 


The Constitution has received many 
inquiries recently, asking for informa- 
tion in reference to the “straddle” set- 
-tlements now going on between New 
York and Liverpool, in which the ad- 
jJustment of trades on some 300,000 
bales of cotton is involved. 

A well-known cotton man was asked 
by The Constitution to give the details 
of this process, showing just what it 
meant, what was the procedure, etc. 
He replied: 

“Before the outbreak of hostilities 
in Europe, normal trade relations ex- 
isted between cotton exchanges of New 
York and Liverpool. A day or two 
before war was declared, the stock 
exchanges and cotton exchanges all 
over the world were closed ang there- 
fore, no method was left open by 
which people who had contracts bought 
and sold in the different markets could 
liquidate the same, there being at that 
time about 300,000 bales of cotton 
bought in the New York market and 
the same amount sold in Liverpool. 

“Practically all trades on the New 
York exchange were. quickly liquidat- 
ed by private settlement, but the buy- 
ers and sellers between New York and 
Liverpool were unable to get together 
in that manner. 


Contract Dates Pushed Up. 


“In the meantime, al) holders of con- 
tracts in the New York market were 
asked to transfer their holdings into 
the month of Wecember. This was a 
purely voluntary transaction. where- 
as the holders of contracts in the 
Liverpool market were required to 
transfer their noldings into January- 
l‘ebruary, the uuthorities in both ex- 
changes thinking by this transfer it 
would be possible to more easily come 
to some agreement. 

“On September 1 there was a stock 
of American cotton in Liverpool of ap- 
proximately 600,000 bales, which, in 
normal times, would be about sixty 
days’ consumption for the English 
mills. A petition was circulated in the 
Liverpool market asking that the buy- 
ers agree not to import any American 
cotton until this stock was consumed 
and some success was had in th di- 
rection. \ 


Committee Sent to New York. 


“After the work had gone this ae 
the Liverpoo!] Cotton association sent 
a committee to New York to meet with 
a voluntary committee from the New 
York cotton exchange to try and ar- 
range some method of liquidating 
these ‘straddling’ interests. The fol- 
lowing is approximately the _ plan on 
which they are now working 

“When a merchant in Liverpoo! sells 
spot cotton to the spinner he is asked 
to buy December contracts in New York 
at 9.90 against this sale. This purchase 
in New York was to’be settled by lot 
and the lucky. seller was in that man- 
ner able to get rid of that much of 
his outstanding contracts. 

“Only a few hundred bales were 
liquidated in this manner, largely on 
account of the excessive price asked 
and the price was soon reduced to 9.50 
for December in New York. Since that 
time there has been a little more free 
buying of December cotton in New 
York, but unless the price of cotton 
in the south advances, this price in 
New York will soon have to be reduced 
again if there is to be any hope of 
liquidating this interest. 

‘his in a nutshell gives the agree- 
ment under which the New York and 
Liverpool exchanges are now working 
in the effort to reduce this 300,000 bales 

of bought and sold cotton. Undoubted- 
ly the greatest amount of direct bene- 
fit from this agreement will result 
from the owners of the cotton repre- 
gented in the New York sales. Prob- 
ably 79 per cent of these owners are 
Eeeated in the south”

Shortly after the divorce, her former 
husband, H. C. Underwood, moved to 
Georgia and married again. 

In 1893, the Louisville chancery 
court ceased to exist and the unfinished 
docket of that court was transferred to 
the Jefferson circuit court.

President’s Efforts to Settle 
the Colorado Strike May 
Prove Futile. 


fa Denver, Colo., September 22.—The 


Colorado Fuel and Iron company in a 
letter to President Wilson made pub- 
lic tonight expressed unwillingness to 
re-employ all strike who have not 
been convicted of crime, as suggested 
in the three year truce proposal pre- 
pared by Hywel Davies and William 
R. Fairley, mediators appointed by the 
secretary of labor in an effort to end 
the Colorado coal miners’ strike. 

The corporation also objected to the 
final adjudication of disputes by a 
federal grievance commission in the 
manner suggested by the mediators. 
The letter was signed by J. F. Wel- 
born, president of the company, who 
plans to discuss the strike roblem 
with President Wilson at Washington 
tomorrow. 


Miners Accepted Truce. 


At a convention held at Trinidad last 
week the union coal miners of Col- 
orado accepted the truce plan without 
amendment. The letter signed by Mr. 
Welborn was the individual reply of 
the Colorado Fwel and Iron company to 
the letter from President Wilson urg- 
ing adoption of the truce plan. Other 
operators, it was announced, would 
unite in a separate letter which would 
be sent to the president by mail. 

President Welborn’s letter to the 
president said in part: 

“You will understand that a great 
deal of ill feeling has been engendered 
between some of the men who quit and 
those who have remained at or re- 
turned to work. We are sure you 
would not urge that we reinstate 
former employees who, although not 
actually found guilty of violating the 
laws, have to our knowledge given 
overt indications of hostility toward 
our men. The inside of a coal mine is 
at best attended with hazards not 
common to other operations. It is, 
therefore, peculiarly*a place where we 
should not assign men peaceably in- 
clined to work alongside of men who 
have. been instructed to accomplish 
their ends, if necessary, by violent 
means and who are now restrained by 
nothing more than an agreement by 
their leaders to suspend hostilities. 


No Ill Will Felt. 


‘We are prepared to re-employ upon 
work which may be available any man 
who, so far as we know, has not shared 
in the responsibility for acts of vio- 
lence or overt hostility. In fact, we 
are daily taking back such men into 
our service. Our oe bears no ill 
will towards those, the limit of whose 
offending was that they left its em- 
ploy. Our desire is to make our terms 
of employment so attractive that we 
can obtain at all times the very best 
class of workmen. 

“But our paramount. and immediate 
responsibility must be to the men still 
at work, men who for nearly a year 
have labored under most trying diffi- 
culties. For thirty * years past the 
company has assured its employees that 
its mines were open shops where any 
good workman might obtain employ- 
ment irrespective of whether he was a 
union or non-union man.’

In other words, the money was 
taken from the school children and 
placed at the disposal wf councilmen 
who had pet ward projects to put 
through. 

There have been pleas for the com- 
mon school cause throughout the year, 
but none, in the opinion of the school 
board, as pressing as the need of $6, 000 
tod break up the “double sessions.” 

Major R. J. Guinn, school board mem- 
ber from the ninth ward, says that At- 
lanta’s city councilmen should not 
tolerate the system for another day. 
He says that the board was forced to 
adopt the system or turn the children 
out of the schools. He is thoroughly in 
accord with the demands made on be- 
half of the school children through The 
Constitution, and says he will serve 
as a member of the committees to go 
before council to demand relief through 
the finance committee.
